It pro- 
poses to extend a surfaced road from La Cres- 
cent to the Wisconsin boundary, which is in the 
channel of the Mississippi beyond 
BarrorTs 


island. There is no all-weather highway link 
between La Crosse and Madison. Were 
one 


provided, the stretch from St. Paul to Highway 
15 would have become an all-weather line for 
i.utomoblies. The absence of this link 
sends 


t..uri^ls in and out of Minnesota across 
the 


Mute at points north of La Crosse. It deprives 
a wide section of the benefits of tourist travel, 
and defrauds the tourists of contact with some 
of the most beautiful scenery of the northwest. 


Wisconsin is displaying great pride in the 


completion of Highway 15. Might it not, then, 
experience equal pride in an all-weather road 
from Madison to La Crosse, and indeed is not 
such a road as fully justified from all angles 
as was the expenditure in the eastern portion 
of the state? 


We believe that should the cities and vil- 


lages interested present this matter urgently to 
the state highway commission, the commission 
might readily be induced to make the comple- 
tion of an all-weather highway between Madi- 
Fon and La Crosse its next important continu- 
ous project.

"I have been waiting for over two 


years to be able to announce tliat the 
most drastic depression in business 
history has spent itself. Fundamental 
conditions finally indicate that a solid 
foundation is ready for general and 
substantial business 'improvement. 


"The 
white line that I draw today 


divides the- area of depression, in half. 


Statistically it means we are at the 
exact bottom of the cycle. Practical- 
ly it means that business will pick up 
this fall and that it should continue 
to improve for the next two or three 
years. 


"Technically, the business cycle is 


composed of the four succeeding cy- 
cles of prosperity, decline, depression 
and improvement, but the average 
business man experiences but two 
conditions.
